of the nation. The less pleasing task now de. 
volves upon me, of bidding you, in the name 
of the Nation, Adieu. It were no longer sea- 
sonable, and would be superfluous, to recapi- 
tulate the remarkable incidents of your carly 
life—inewlents which associated your name, 
fortunes, and reputation, m imperishable cou- 
nexion with the Independence and History 
ot the North Amemean Uinon, The part wlich 
you performed at that important juncture was 
marked with characters so peculiar, that, re- 
alizing the fairest table of antiquity, its pa 
rallel could searcely be found in the authentic 
You dehberateiy 
and persevenngly preferred toil, danger, the 
endurance of every hardship, and the priva 
tion of every comfort, in defence of a holy 
cause, to inglorious ease, ant the allurediénts 
of rank, affluence, and unrestrained youth, at 
the most splendid and fascinating Court of 
Furope.

Amidst all my obligations to the General 
Goverument, and particularly to you, Sir, its 
respected Chief Magistrate, | bave most thank- 
fully to acknowledse the epportunity given 
me, at this solemn and painful moment, to 
present the People of the United States with 
a parting tribute of profound, inexpressible 
gratitude. To have been, in the infant and 
critical days of these States. adopted by them 
as a favourite Son, to have participated in the 
toils and perils of our unspotted struggle for 
independence, frecdom, and equal rights, and 
in the foundation of the American Fra of a« 
new social order, which has already pervaded 
this, and must, forthe dignity and happiness 
of mankind, successively pervade every part 
of the other hemisphere ; to have received at 
every stage of the revolution, and during for- 
ty years after that period, from the People of 
the United States, and their representatives 
at home and abroad, continual marks of their 
contidence and kindness, has been the pride, 
the encouragement, the support ef a long and 
eventful life. But how could I find words to 
acknosuledye that series of welcomes, those 
unbounded and universal displays of public af- 
fectron, which have pe each step, each 
hour, of a twelve months progress through the 
twenty-four States, and which, while ‘they 
overwhelm my heart with grateful delight, 
have most satistactorly evineed the concur. 
rence of the people in the kim testimonies, 
in the immense favors bestowed on me by the 
several branches of their representatives in 
every part, and at the central seat of the con- 
federacy. Yet, gratifications still higher await- 
ed me; in the wonders of creation and im. 
provement that have met my enchanted eye, 
i the unparalleled and self-felt happiness of 
the people, in their rapid prosperity and in- 
sured security, public and private, in a prac- 
tice of good order, the appendage of tru 
freedom, and a national good sense, the fined 
arbiter of all difficulties, I have had proudly 
to recognise a result of the republican princi 
ples for which we have fought, and a glorious 
demonstration to the most umid and prejudi 
ced minds of the supermority, over degrading 
aristocracy or despotism, of popular institu 
bons founded oa the plain rights of man, and 
were the local rights of every section are 
preserved under a constitutional bond of 
umon, The cherishing of that umon between 
the States as it has been the farewell entreaty 
of our great paternal Washington, and will 
ever have the dying prayer of every American 
Patriot, so it has become the sacred pledge of 
the emancipation of the world, an object in 
which lam happy to observe that the Ameri- 
can people, while they give the animating ex- 
ample of successful free institutions, in return 
tor an evil entuled on them by Europe, and of 
which a liberal and enlightened sense is every 
where more and more generally felt, show 
themsches every day more anxiously interest- 
ed. Aud now, Sit, how can do justice to
